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Sull suffering in wake of L.V. shooting 


Workers’ comp denied for some local police 
who helped victims; court battles lie ahead

As bullets rained down on a 
Las Vegas concert crowd Oct. 1, 
killing dozens, many of the 200- 
plus Southern California police 
officers attending the festival 
shifted instantly into law en- 
forcement mode. 

They sprang to action, shep- 
herding people to safety, per- 
forming CPR and helping local 
authorities secure the area — 
sometimes sustaining gunshot 
wounds or other injuries in the 
process. 

But as those wounded offi- 
cers have begun filing for public 
employee benefits to cover the 
long-term medical care some 


might need to recover from the 
trauma, local cities and counties 
are asking themselves whether 
they’re required or even allowed 
to pay to treat off-duty police 
who chose independently to in- 
tervene in an out-of-state emer- 
gency. And because of some 
muddy language in California’s 
labor code, it’s unclear whether 
the municipalities will have to 
pony up. 

Orange County has rejected 
workers’ compensation claims 
from four sheriff’s deputies in- 
jured in the shooting, paving 
the way for a court battle that 
could force appellate judges to 
eventually decide an untested 
issue touching several counties 
and cities in Southern Califor-

LOMA LINDA, CALIF. » “This 
is your life,” the doctor said. 
“You're a quadriplegic.” 

When she heard the news, 
Kim Gervais broke down. 
The tears rolled out, and her 
daughter clasped her moth- 
er’s head, overcome by her 
own inability to help. 

Then came Gervais’ trip 
home to Southern Califor- 
nia. 

And here she was, three 
weeks after the shooting, 
strapped into a wheelchair 
at a rehabilitation clinic, 
toughing it out with a phys- 
ical therapist and straining 
to drink from a sippy cup as 


her toddler grandchildren 
looked on. 

This is the road after Las 
Vegas, after a high-stakes 
gambler named Stephen 
Paddock hauled powerful 
weapons into a gilded resort 
and opened fire on a coun- 
try music festival below. The 
journey — as the survivors 
of so many other U.S. mass 
shootings will say — is one 
full of chronic pain, fights 
with insurance, ruined mar- 
riages, lost jobs, anguished 
parents and children, and 
the injustice of being forced 
into a new identity: victim. 

And this time, with 58 
people dead, at least 161 
pierced by bullets, and more

In one of the most epic slugfests played in the 113 editions of 
the World Series history, the Dodgers lost a 13-12 decision to 
the Astros on Sunday night in Houston, putting them on the 
brink of elimination. A game that went more than five hours 
and exceeded 400 total pitches ended when the Astros’ Alex 
Bregman singled home pinch runner Derek Fisher from 
second base off Dodgers closer Kenley Jansen. The Dodgers 
scored three times in the top of the ninth to tie the game 
12-12 on Chris Taylor's single with two strikes and two outs 
to score Austin Barnes. It came moments after Yasiel Puig’s 
two-run homer. Seven homers were hit in the game, five by 
the Astros. Game 6 is Tuesday at Dodger Stadium.

Before Tyler Hurst sets out for 
his morning run, he slips on a 
pair of those shoes that fit each 
toe like a glove. Then he takes a 
few hits off a vape pen packed 
with Agent Orange, a particu- 
larly uplifting strain of cannabis. 

“The chemicals that are re- 
leased in our brains when we 
run are the same ones that are 
released when we get high,” said 
Hurst, 28, a freelance writer and 
recreational runner who lives in 
Phoenix. 

“T just run a lot better once I 
have my runner’s high.” 

Forget the stereotype that sug- 
gests weed creates junk food-lov- 
ing couch potatoes. Hurst is part 
of a fast-growing world of ath- 
letes — from pros to weekend fit- 
ness enthusiasts — who are in- 
corporating cannabis into regu- 
lar workouts and competitions.
